surance companies. 


An act prohibiting Hie publishing 


of estimates and illustrations which 
misrepresent, the terms of any policy 
or the benefits or advantages prom- 
ised thereby. 


An act. prohibiting life insurance 


companies from making any kind of 
a pollticnl contribution. 


A Wise Provision. 


An act. forbidding insurance com- 


panies from extending more than 
$5,000 for any specific purpose with- 
out the consent of the board of di 
rectors. 


An act. prohibiting life Insurance 


companies from paying any officer a 
salary in excess of $50,000 annually. 


An act. regulating the investment 


of lifo Insurance company funds. 


An act making the policy tho en- 


tire contract between tho interested 
parties. 


An act defining the status of the 


persons who solicit life insurance. 


An act, prohibiting life Insurance 


companies from issuing particpating 
and non-participating policies. 


An act. regulating the disburse- 


ments of life insurance companies. 


An act regulating companies run- 


ning on the life assessment plan. 


An act. regulating the retirement of 


capital stock of life insurance com- 
panies.

issued are on flle in the court of Jus-

the fallen women $140 upon which he 
had made no return this morning al- 
though the term of the office of the 
justice expired yesterday.

Ninde stated that he not only had 
nothing to do with the cases but gave 
express orders to both the constables 
and justices not to file any affidavits 
and told them if they did he would dis- 
miss every one of them. The truth of 
this statement is admitted by Lilley 
who says he had just such instruc- 
tions from the deputy prosecutor but 
went ahead on his own responsibility. 


A number of women who have been 


regarded as prey for the vultures that 
havo mulcted them under legal guise 
for years, asked Mr. Ninde what they 
should do in tue matter and he told 
them if they were arrested 
in due 


form to notify him 
and 
he 
would 


either dismiss 
the 
cases in 
Ray- 


houser's court, or

up. 


Affdavlts Not Sworn To. 


All of the affidavits in Rayhouser's 


court were signed by Mike E. Kcn- 
nelly and not a single one of them 
was sworn to and the justice of the

«uod the warrants. Mr. Kennnlly was 


visisted at his home this morning by 
a representative of The Sentinel and 
stated at first that lie had sworn to 
the affidavits but when told that Ray- 
houser had confessed that he had not 
seen him since the papers were signed 
he admitted that he had never maiie 
oath to one of them. 


The women who paid money to Con-

forcing the laws. The patrolman who 
knows that he is expected to close his 
eyes to certain violations of the law 
quite naturally is puzzled to know 
where to draw the line. The mayor 
can banish all such doubt by a policy 
of non-exception—by discharging his 
duties as he has taken oath to dis- 
charge them. 
A clean, manly police 


force then can follow easily. 


If Mayor Hosey really means to re- 


form his police department and raise 
Its power for usefulness as well as to 
increase Its respectability, he will 
hav« to deal with conditions in no un- 
certain manner. 
There are a large 


number of faithful, capable and en- 
tirely trustworthy men in the depart- 
ment and there are some who ought 
to b« dismissed.

Monroe was 
the first to call a South Carolinian in 
to the cabinet, and his choice waf 
John C. Calhoun, who served as secre 
tary of war through both admlnlstra 
tlons. The state did not have anothe 
until Van Buren's time, when Joel R 
Poinsett became secretary of war 
When Tyler's cabinet broke to pieces 
he called Calhoun Into the cabinet 
again, this time as secretary of state.

Show* Wound to Jury. 


Pensacola, 
Fla., Nov. 17.—Testi- 


mony of a startling nature was ad- 
duced yesterday at the trial for peon- 
age of W. S. Harlan, manager of an 
extensive milling plant, and three at- 
taches of the same company In the 
United States court 


Manuel Jordman, who was brought 


to this section to work in a sawmill, 
testified that he was forced to work 
on a railroad and that he was beaten j 
fearfully. 
To substantiate this alle- 


gation he pulled his trousers to his 
knee and exhibited an ugly sore which 
he said was the direct result of a fear- 
ful beating he had received upon an 
occasion when he reported sick and 
did not work. 


He also 
testified 
to having been 


beaten in the car used as boarding 
quarters and said that many times he 
had been 
forced 
to sleep 
on the 


ground. 


John Atwell, deputy sheriff of Wal- 


ton county, said he was present on 
one occasion when Robert Gallagher, 
foreman for the company, came upon 
two runaway peons and that he saw 
Gallagher kick them several times. 
H. A. Stokes, a storekeeper at Flor- 
ala, said that several times he saw 
peons being returned to Lockhart un- 
der guard and at times strapped in n 
buggy. He also said that fierce-look- 
ing bloodhounds were always carried 
in Gallagher's buggy whenever the 
latter started out to look for runa- 
ways. He said that the men in charge 
of runaways were always armed. 


Jordman has never recovered from 


the ill treatment ho swears to having 
received, and when he showed the 
sores every juryman was on his feet 
Intensely Interested. Gallagher is not 
yet on trial but Is under indictment 
for returning men to a condition of 
peonage.

Is not necessari- 
ly dangerous or it. does not follow that 
the speech will ever be entirely lost. 
In its mild form ho says that it can 
be almost* entirely eliminated by the 


diet and careful and regular habits of 
living. 


"Rheumatism manifests itself in the 


throat by hoarseness in the 
voice, 


soreness or a decided pain in the ton- 
sils," he says, "and yet few women 
know that there Is anything the mat- 
ter. They dismiss It with the thought 
that It Is what they call a cold in the 
tonsils, vocal cords, etc., take a llltle 
soothing cough mixture or a wash for 
the Inflamed parts and forget about it. 
They do not know that when this con- 
dition is constantly recurring It means 
something more than a simple colt! 
and that it takes regular If 
simple 


treatment, such as can bo given at 
home, to keep 
it 
from 
becoming 


troublesome. 


"One of tho best remedies I know 


for this disease Is tho use of pineap- 
ple. It should be eaten at least once 
a day, and a syrup from It drunk slow- 
ly. A bit of sugar used with this fruit 
makes It moro palatable, but I would 
not mako it too sweet, for sugar does 
not. tend to reduce the rheumatic state 
of the vocal chords. 
Tomatoes and Strawberries Tabooed. 


"For the average woman or girl suf- 


fering from this chronic hoarseness, 
pain, etc., I suould advise her never 
to cat. tomatoes, strawberries or let- 
tuce, for these contain the very acids 
that accentuate the disease, and for 
that reason should never he taken. 


"Alcoholic 
beverages, 
especially 


when drunk to excess, have a detri- 
mental effect on the voice, just as 


preparations nrc now used by mani- 
cures than formerly, and when once 
the hands arc softened in the warm 
water, just a touch of cold cream is 
nibbed over the surface of each i:all 
to soften the cuticle still more.

In fact sweets of any kind should be 
taken sparingly If the voice is often 
husky, or there Is a soreness in the 
tonsils.

To Obtain Sweet Voice. 


"For the person who wishes to culti- 


vate a pleasant 
speaking 
voice 
I 


should say there were no better rules 
to follow about eating than those that 
the prlma donnas observe. 
To one 


familiar with their habits it will be 
useless to say that they never over- 
load their stomachs, and instead of 
taking a heavy ineal, as most of us do, 
they eat light food and take it oftener, 
frequently as many as five or six 
times a day, but they never eat to ex- 
cess and always on a diet that they 
know agrees with them. For instance 
some of them take no meat, for it Is 
not easy for them to digest it, others 
eat all they want of it. As a rule, they 
see to it that they have plenty of sleep 
and rest, and incidentally plenty of 
the right kind of exercise. 


"Now, if a woman with a rheumatic 


voice follows these rules 
with 
the 


modifications that suit her case, or 
one -who has trouble with her throat 
the quality of the tone should improve 
for as the general health gets better 
it' immediately manifests itself in the 
voice, -which gains strength and often 
beauty and purity of tone. 


"As to preventing complications in 


the throat I know of no surer waj 
that, by a careful treatment of 
the 


teeth. This should be a habit that la 
never neglected for even

meal, for nothing is more dangerous 
than to have particles of 
food, 
in 


which germs gather, collect 
arounc 


the gums, for sooner or later these 
pass into the throat and then the dam 
age is done. The teeth, too, sho'ulc 
bo kept in good repair by a dentls 
and any little cavity that 
appears 


should be cleaned out and filled imme 
diately as a protection against rheu 
matism in the throat." 


How to Panel Walls. 


"To panel walls, the latter are first 


covered with paper, preferably plain, 
from the baseboard to tho. celling, and 
on this the panels are laid. These 
pieces—cor.trr.ry 
to the opinion of 


many—are not sold in shapes ready 
to put on, but by the roll, nnd are cut 
nny width or length desired. 
As a 


rule, panels are not placed more than 
twelve inches above 
the baseboard 


nnd extend to within eighteen or twen- 
ty-four inches 
of the 
ceiling, thus 


making of the background a frieze at 
the top and a dado at the bottom. The 
distances between panels depend upon 
the wall space, for they may be either 
wide or narrow. 


"If the panels are either wider or 


narrower than the 
width of a roll, 


which runs from twenty-seven to thir- 
ty inches wide, considerable paper is 
wasted, which makes this style of dec- 
orating more expensive than tlie old 
style, but the panels, if desired, may 
be made narrow—just the width of tho 
paper, or wide enough to take two 
widths. 
"Panels set on backgrounds natural- 


ly need a finish to cover the raw edges 
where the two meet, and for this pur- 
pose bands of paper resembling mould- 
ngs are used. These "bands or bind- 
rs" do not come ready to hang, but 
just be cut from regulation frieze 
aper of a design that has stripes 
uitablo for outlining panels. 
Some 


order papers have two stripes, while 
thers have throe ar five, that may be 
ut out and used as moulding for pan- 
Is.

ractive way of finishing the walls of a 
ledroom than with a soft cream, light 
blue or pink background, to which 
floral panels of an all-over design or 
those in strips may be added. If the 
dimensions of t> room make it possible, 
stunning results are obtained by using 
.wo narrow panels with a wide one 
)etwecn, or vice cersa. And many a 
jedroom as well as library or dining 
room has been saved from plainness 
jy placing two panels on either side 
of a fireplace and a long narrow one 
abovo the mantelpiece. 
"\pproprlate 'bedroom papers both 


in the plain, dainty colored ground- 
work and in the effective panels of 
chintz or cretonne, with narrow stripes 
of roses, carnations, pretty forget-me- 
nots and even .orchids and small chrys- 
anthemums, can 
be 
purchased for 


from fifteen to eighteen and twenty 
cents a roll. The cartridge paper of 
which the style is usually made varies 
in price from eighteen to twenty cents 
a roll, but is thirty inches wide, and 
there are eight yards in a roll, so that 
it is really decidedly inexpensive. 


Styles for Special Rooms. 


•Panels for sitting or living rooms 


are made of damask paper this sea- 
son, in two tone effects of green, tan 
or gold, and are stunning. They are 
naturally a large all-over pattern in 
conventonal. floral designs, and run in 
price from thirty-five cents to $1 a roll. 
On a plain background of a shade that 
harmonizes with either of the color- 
ings in the panels, an effective room 
can be made. Paper in the style of a 
quality to correspond with the panels 
costs twenty-five cents up. Narrow 
moulding-like borders are suitable.. 


"In a dining room or library heraldic 


and tapestry papers in browns, deep 
reds, dark greens or any of the wood 
colors, are most used for panels on 
plain styles. With these panels tha 
borders are a pronounced item, for 
many of them are made of an imita- 
tion leather, and are put on with an- 
tique brass nail heads that cost about 
a cent and a half or two cents apiece. 


"A reception room or parlor If pan- 


elled in silk-like paper In a rich Louis 
design, or in Empire pattern, Is as 
handsome as any apartment done In 
real silk and much less expensive, for 
a roll of these papers sells for from $1. 
upwards. Elaborate panel designs look 
best on a narrow stripe background 
in a shade that matches one of the 
colors.

Little Biographies of Big Men. 


Henry D. Thornnn, noted American au- 


thor nnd philosopher, was born July 12, 
1S17. on a small farm owned by bis ma- 
ternal grandmother near Concord. Mass. 
His father, John Thorcnu, was a "quiet 
little nmn. unobtrusive, deaf nnd minding 
his own business." 
But the same could 


not be said of his mother, who was ex- 
ceedingly talkative and given to gossip, 
sometimes of a .malicious sort: a woman 
who took her part In tbe village bicker- 
Ings with great rullsb. nnd who was 
"master" of affairs In her own home, her 
htishrind gently retiring to the background 
to give her full sway. 


When Henry Thorean was three months 


old be was christened, and It wns a 
boast of bis mother's that be sat upright 
during the ceremony, never crying once. 
Although ns be grew up a fun-loving, 
lively-little chap, be, nevertheless, be- 
came so serious and contemplative at 
times when In his tenth year that he 
was called "Judge." 


It is not claimed for him that he was 


over-devoted to his studies, but when at 
school he was n conscientious pupil, re- 
membering everything he read, and be- 
coming at the nge of 1C capable of enter- 
log college. 
While nt college bis ex- 


penses—which were very moderate, In- 
deed, ns compared to the college boy's 
expenses of today—were paid partly by 
his father, partly by bis aunts and his 
sister Helen, tbe latter being a young 
school teacher, and partly by his own 
exertions, for during the' summer he 
taught school, laying up his earnings to 
help 
him 
thru 
the 
following 
college 


term. 
Ho also shared, In the beneficiary 


funds of the college, tho the sums he re- 
ceived from tbat source were modest, In- 
deed. 


At the age of 20 he graduated from 


Harvard, not "with honors," but with "a 
good name among*hls classmates, and a 
nigh reputation for general scholarship." 


During his senior year be tells us In his 
diary that during that summer (1830) hfi 
"went to New York with father, ped- 
dling." 


In 1838—at the. age of 21—Thorcau made 


a Journey to Maine for the purpose of 
seeking employment as teacher In some 
school. 
He carried with him a recom- 


mendation of worth from his pastor, Dr. 
Illpley, and one also from Ralph Waldo 
Emerson. 
A copy of tbe certificate from 


the latter Is given here. 


"I cordially recommend Mr. Henry D. 


Thoreau, a graduate of Harvard Uni- 
versity In August. 183T, to the confidence 
of such parents or guardians as may 
propose to employ him ns an Instructor. 
I have the 'highest confidence In Mr. 
Thoreau's moral character and in his In- 
tellectual ability. 
He Is an excellent 


scholar, a man of energy and kindness, 
and' I shall esteem the town fortunate 
that secures his services. 


"B. WALDO EMERSON. 


"Concord. May 24, 1838."

veal an ugly situation fraught with 
danger to both 
countries

solution may be had or whether the 
United States establishes a protector- 
ate or makes way for another Cuban 
republic. 


Revolution is not the worst result 


that now threatens. There is a con- 
spiracy with dynamite handy to blow 
up English railway property if, after 
It contemplates the election, the Unit- 
ed States hands th» government over 
to the liberals and ends its control of 
affairs. This is a sworn plan of the 
large body ot influential and wealthy 
Cubans to force England to compel the 
United States to continue a super- 
visory government. 
One Cuban has 


500 pounds of dynamite. It is said, 
which he will use for this purpose, 
and a band of radical Cubans here 
and in Clenfuegos has been formed 
to do the same with the American su- 
gar estates. 


Threat of Revolution. 


On the other side Juan Gualberto 


Gomez, colored leader of the vast ma- 
jority of fhe liberals, Is o^ today in 
an open threat of revolution If 
the 


Americans do not go away on time 
and leave the government to the Cu- 
ban people. His fire was drawn by 
tho discovery of tho movement to de- 
mand some form ot protectorate after 
the elections have been held, the birth 
and growth of which have been noted 
recently. It has reached conilderable 
proportions and now embraces several 
hundred native Cubans ot nigh Intelli- 
gence, representing many millions. 


Its platform, which will be urged 


on the Roosevelt administration and 
upon congress, Is most 
carefully 


guarded, as its certain denunciation 
by the liberals, who soon may be put 
In power, would frighten sympathetic 
Cubans holding property from openly 
embracing It lest they later lose their 
all. A veritable reign of terror exists 
in this respect. 


The platform expresses the desire 


that the Platt amendment shall be 
made a more 
complete • protection 


hereafter to the wealth and good gov- 
ernment and liberties of the Cuban 
people. An end to the political dis- 
turbances is demanded. A protector- 
ate is asked that shall leave Cubans 
In office, from president down, with 
the preservation of a republican form 
of government, the United States ex- 
ercising general supervision In a man- 
ner to be agreed upon by a represen- 
tative of both nations before the term- 
ination of the present provisional gov- 
ernment. In this way, it Is declared, 
peace can be assured, the United 
States sharing with the republic of 
Cuba the responsibility of avoiding 
further insurrection.

Cuba seems 
certain 
to be sharply 


drawn in the efforts of the more in- 
telligent 
minority 
representing in- 


dustrial, merchantlle and agricultural 
wealth to secure favorable action of 
the United States. 
Radical Cubans

not be handed over to the liberals. 


They say they shall exhaust every 


fair way to induce the administration 
at Washington • to change' the an- 
nounced plan of ending American con- 
trol. If unsuccessful they will then 
try to interest the United States sen- 
ate through Senator Foraker In their 
demand for what they can prove Is 
best for Cuba. If that fails they say 
they will force the United States to 
take charge of the island forever, not 
by a revolution, but by the destruc- 
tion of property owned by foreigners, 
which would bring in other powers or 
necessitate American occupation.

trial are boldly advocated by Mrs. El- 
sie Clews Parsons in a book, "The 
Family," published today. The author 
Is a daughter of Henry 
Clews, the 


banker, and wife 
of 
Congressman 


Herbert Parsons, chairman of the re- 
publican county committee. 


She is a doctor o£ philosophy and 


•was for six years lecturer in sociology 
In Barnard college. Advocating radi- 
cal departures in the manner of pro- 
jecting matrimonial alliances and fav 
orlng the abolition of all provisions in 
the law prohibiting remarriage of di 
vorced persons, the author sets forth 
that "all dogma that marriage is au 
unquestionable sacrament and the dic- 
tum that It is merely a survival of a 
past form of property holding are both 
dams to proper solution of the social 
question. 


"If individualism and altruism are 


to be reconciled it the view that child 
bearing and rearing is the most -im- 
portant of all social services," she 
says, "the desirability of change in 
many social relations in and out of the 
family will have to be frankly faced 
and, if necessary, new adaptations 
must be welcomed." 


Counsels Trial Marriage. 


"It would therefore seem well, from 


this point of view," she says in an- 
other place, "to encourage early trial 
marriage, the relation to be entered 
Into with a view to permanency but 
•with the privilege of breaking it if 
proved unsuccessful and, in the ab- 
sence of offspring, without, suffering 
any great degree of public condemna- 
tion." 


"It might be well," she says, "to 


embody in marriage licenses data 
about the personal health and charac- 
ter of the bride and groom; likewise a 
certificate 
of the bride's previous 


training in child care. Such a record 
•would be a partial proof of the matri- 
monial eligibility or noncligibility ol 
the license holder. A favorable record 
•would entitle the holder to a place 
upon the matrimonial white list. 


"The prostitute class is on the in-! 


crease In all civilizations. Increasing 
tendencies to late marriage and celi- 
bacy also are among the chief causes 
of this Increase. There is a tendency 
for tie segratlon.of this class to be- 
come less and less marked. 


Say* Divorce is Increasing. 


"In all civilizations divorce is in- 


creasing. 
A largo majority 
of di- 


vorces are obtained by women. Legal 
cavuea for divorce tend to 
multiply. 


Public opinion should tend to con- 
demn prostitution or adultery in men 
as well as in women." 


The author intends "The Family" 


as a text book for use of students in 
colleges who take up the subject of 
marriage, the family and parenthood 
Warmly advocating such study, Mrs. 
Parsons eays that "inquiry, preaching, 
taboo, and, for that matter, contempt- 
breeding knowledge are dangerous de- 
bris choking up possible outlets for a 
stream of progressive and inspiring 
moral theory." 
Ethical considerations play a subor- 


dinate part in-'Mrs. Parsons' philoso- 
phy. However, she treats successful 
child rearing as the most important 
service that can be rendered society

York, dated July 10, 1906, appeared in 
the Chicago press: 
"Whether a diet of bread and milk 


taken exclusively for forty years la 
responsible for the remarkable preser- 
vation from the effects of old age 
•hown In the body of Mrs. Mary Fay, 
who died at the ago' of one hundred 
•nd fire years a few days ago. Is caus- 
ing Intense Interest among physicians. 


"Despite the extreme age of Mrs. 


I"»y her body Is in as perfect physi- 
cal condition and as well nourished as 
that of a woman of thirty or thirty-five 
years of age, according to Coroner's 
Fhyilctan Dr. Philip O'Hanlon. 
Dr. 


O'Hanlon, nines he became connected 
•with the coroner's office, has made 
4,500 autopsies, and he was *o sur- 
prised at the physical perfection of 
Mrs. Kay's body today that he called 
In all the other physicians and sur- 
geons of the coroner's office to observe 
the nnusnal condition. 


"The only explanation that the phy- 


ifrtclan can offer for the condition of 
Mrs. Fay's body Is ner mode of living. 
Dr. OHanlon and others who saw the 
"body are wondering whether or not 
they have a corroboratlon of the 


theory of Professor EH« Metehnlknff, 
of Paris, who asserted that man does 
not live out his allotted span of life 
because of tho cellular activities in 
tho digestive tract which produce old 
age. 
Ho believes that by a diet of 


Dour or curdled milk the germs of pu- 
trefaction, which, according to his 
theory, produce old age, may be suc- 
cessfully combated. 


"Investigation at the Instance of Dr. 


O'Hanlon revealed the fact that tho 
old woman has lived for forty or fifty 
years on bread and milk. 


"She refused to eat meat or vege- 


tables and generally carried with her 
on her excursions about the city a 
few crusts of bread. For thirty years 
her home has been a small room at 
490 Sixth avenue. She was known to 
all the children for blocks around as 
'Granny* Fay. 
" 'Granny' Fay, according to her 


neighbors, was the 'sprlghtliest old 
woman In Greater New York.' 
Al- 


though her sight had been dimmed by 
her age, her step was as firm and elas- 
tic as that of a young woman, and she 
made excursions about the city which 
would have tired out many a person 
much younger."

HUNGARIAN GOULASH. 


Plank steak, onions, tomatoes and 


potatoes go Into the composition of 
this popular Hungarian dish. Cut tho 
meat Into small cubes and place H 
layer on the bottom of a flat bottomed 
kettle of good size. Over this put a 
layer of sliced onions and so on until 
the kettle is as full as desired. Add 
sufficient water to fill the kettle, just 
covering the upper layer of meat Put 


over the fire and allow the contents of 
the kettle to come to a boll. Allow 
two cupfuls of sliced or canned toma- 
toes to each quart of tho meat and 
onion mixture, and after tbd meat and 
onions reach the boiling point—on no 
account before—pour the tomato over 
the mixture, but do not stir. 
Now 


push the kettle back on the stove or 
over thu gas simmerer. whc~e it will 
simply bubble on one side, not boil. 
Simmer two hours. Have ready some 
small potatoes of uniform size, peeled, 
and put into tho kettle, pushing the 
meat and onions gently to one side t» 
make room for them, as the contents 
of the pot must not be stirred any 
more than is absolutely necessary. As 
soon as the potatoes are done, which 
•will 
be in 
about 
twenty minutes, 


serve.
